PREFACE 


This  genealogy  of  the  Taber  family  is  not  complete  in  all  its 
branches.  The  collection  relates  chiefly  to  our  lineal  descend- 
ants from  the  Philip  Taber  who  lived  in  Colonial  times. 

The  principal  reason  for  such  an  arrangement  is,  that  the 
branches  of  the  family  are  so  widely  scattered  as  to  make  it 
well  nigh  impossible  to  secure  an  entire  list. 
.The  blanks  left  of  names  and  dates,  are  for  those  to  till  out 

with  whom  the  several  families  may  be  especially  connected. 
Thus,  each  individual  can  complete  the  line  of  his  or  her  line- 
age at  pleasure;  and  therefore,  have  a  family  record  reaching 
back  several  generations.  In  this  work  I  have  been  aided  by 
my  niece,  Rachel  H.  Taber,  who  compiled  the  latter  sketches.

INTRODUCTION. 


The  perusers  of  this  genealogy  of  the  Taber  family,  will  first 
please  give  attention  to  the  mountain  in  northern  Palestine, 
which  has  for  ages  borne  that  name. 

Tabor  is  a  limestone  mountain  ;  in  shape  it  resembles  a  cone 
with  the  top  struck  off;  the  summit  presents  a  level  area  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  in  length,  and  an  eighth  of  a  mile  in  width  ; 
around  this  there  is  a  ruined  wall.  The  winding  path,  up 
which  one  can  ride,  leads  to  the  summit. 

This  celebrated  mountain,  holding  its  name  with  such  high 
honors  as  are  ascribed,  rises  solitarily  in  the  northeastern  part 
of  the  plain  of  Esdraelon,  to  about  the  height  of  1,000  feet,  and 
commands  a  most  extensive,  and  probably  the  most  magnifi- 
cent prospect  in  the  Holy  Land.  Eastward,  the  eye  catches  a 
gleam  of  the  waters  of  the  Galilean  sea,  15  miles  away ;  while 
the  whole  picturesque  outline  of  its  deep  sunken  basin,  of  the 
rolling,  trans-jordanic  plateau,  and  the  course  of  the  sacred 
river  itself  is  clearly  traceable;  westward,  stretching  away  into 
the  dim  horizon,  the  rich  plains  of  Galilee,  rising  up  into  the 
dark-green  ridges  of  Carmel,  overshadowing  the  Levant;  on 
the  north  and  northeast,  the  snow  covered  heights  of  Hermon 
glitter  pale  over  the  intervening  hills;  while  to  the  south  the 
view  embraces  the  fatal  heights  of  Gilboa,  and  the  confused 
landscape  of  Samaria. 

It  is  a  matter  of  deep  interest  to  look  over  the  historic  re- 
cords gathered  about  this  name,  as  they  are  found  in  %early 
accounts.  The  first  mention  of  the  name  of  Tabor  in  Sacred 
History,  dates  back  to  the  time  of  the  Judges,  1305  years  before 
the  Christian  era.  Then  Deborah  was  prophetess  in  Israel,  and 
dwelt  under  the  palm-tree  of  Deborah,  between  Ramah  and 
Bethel,  in  mount  Ephraim. 

The  children  of  Israel  being  oppressed  by  Jabin,  king  of 
Canaan,  went  to  Deborah  for  judgment.     She  said  the  com- 
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mand  was  given  for  Barak,  son  of  Abinoam,  to  gather  the  hosts 
of  Kaphtali  and  Zebulun,  even  ten  thousand  strong,  and  draw 
toward  Mount  Tabor.  Deborah  went  with  them  and  they  en- 
camped, as  directed,  on  that  mountain.  From  thence  marched 
down,  ten  thousand  strong,  to  meet  the  hosts  of  Jabin,  which 
included  nine  hundred  chariots  of  iron.  And  by  the  river 
Kishon  those  contending  ranks  fought  till  the  proud  oppressor's 
captain  tied  on  foot  from  his  chariot.  Then  Deborah  and  Barak 
sang  a  song  of  rejoicing  and  triumph. 

John  Gr.  Whittier,  in  his  beautiful  poem  entitled  "Palestine," 
mentions  Tabor  and  that  conflict  which  Deborah  directed.  The 
poet  says : 

Beyond  are  Bethula's  mountains  of  green, 
And  the  desolate  hills  of  the  wild  Gadarene  ; 
And  I  pause  on  the  goat  crags  of  Tabor  to  see 
The  gleam  of  thy  waters,  O  dark  Galilee  ! 

Hark,  a  sound  in  the  valley  !  where  swollen  and  strong, 
Thy  river,  O  Kishon,  is  sweeping  along: 
Where  the  Cauaanite  strove  with  Jehovah  in  vain, 
And  thy  torrent  grew  dark  with  the  blood  of  the  slain. 

There  down  from  his  mountain,  stern  Zebulun  came, 
And  Naphtali's  stag  with  his  eye  balls  of  flame, 
And  the  chariots  of  Jabin  rolled  harmlessly  on, 
For  the  arm  of  the  Lord  was  Abinoam's  son. 

There  sleep  the  still  rocks  and  the  caverns  which  rang 
To  the  song  which  the  beautiful  prophetess  sang, 
When  the  princess  of  Issachar  stood  by  her  side, 
And  the  shout  of  a  host  in  its  triumph  replied. 

Jeremiah,  in  prophecies  against  Egypt,  speaks  of  Tabor 
among  the  mountains;  and  Hosea,  in  a  warning  to  the  Israel- 
ites, says : 

"Hear  ye  this,  O,  priests;  and  barken  ye  house  of  Israel; 
and  give  ye  ear,  0,  house  of  the  kings  ;  for  judgment  is  toward 
you,  because  ye  have  been  a  snare  on  Mizpah  and  a  net  spread 
upon  Tabor." 

At  present  Tabor  is  thickly  clad  with  forests  of  oak,  pistacia, 
&c,  the  haunt  of  wolves,  lynxes,  and  various  kinds  of  reptiles. 
Its  beauty  alone  would  be  sufficient  to  insure' its  distinguished 
mention  among'  the  mountains  of  Palestine  ;  but  its  owes  its 
chief  celebrity  even  more  to  its  having  been  regarded  from  an 
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early  period  as  the  mount  of  transfiguration.  In  the  times  of 
the  Crusaders,  Tabor  was  studded  with  churches  and  monaste- 
ries, relics  of  which,  as  well  as  of  Roman  and  Saracenic  struc- 
tures, still  remain. 

After  the  martyrdom  of  John  Iiuss,  in  1415,  we  find  his  fol- 
lowers composed  of  two  parts,  one  of  which  was  called  Tabor- 
ites,  from  the  name  of  their  Tabor  fortress  near  the  river 
Luschnitz,  an  affluent  of  the  Moldan,  49  miles  south-southeast 
of  Prague.  The  Taborites  absolutely  refused  all  ordinances  not 
expressly  appointed  in  the  Holy  Scriptures,  which  shows  they 
belonged  to  the  most  advanced  reformers. 

Thus  we  see  there  are  great  events  which  moulded  the  weal 
of  mankind,  connected  with  the  name  of  Tabor.  Along  that 
mountain's  base,  Jehovah  showed  his  invincible  might  according 
to  the  Mosaic  dispensation ;  and,  when  the  conflict  ceased,  the 
song  of  the  prophetess  arose,  to  echo  through  all  the  ages  since. 

There,  too,  it  has  been  claimed,  was  the  wonderful  scene  of 
transfiguration,  typifying  a  part  of  the  new  dispensation  ;  when 
the  glories  of  the  world  to  be,  touched  the  earth,  and  a  voice 
spake  out  of  the  cloud:  "This  is  my  beloved  Son, "•and  bade 
the  admiring  beholders  "hear  him." 

Later,  the  Crusaders  thronged  upon  that  summit,  and  fanatic 
devotees  raised  many  a  sombre  structure  there. 

When  years  have  passed,  and  the  new  dispensation  is  griev- 
ously cumbered  with  ceremonies  in  another  land,  a  sect  arose 
which  sought  to  cast  aside  those  errors.  They  rallied  around 
the  same  name,  while  turning  to  the  primitive  faith  owned 
by  such  proofs  of  superhuman  grandeur  on  the  summit  of 
Mount  Tabor.  They  were  the  first  to  renounce  all  obedience 
to  ritualism.  And  their  deep  devotion  heralded  our  clearer 
day  of  spiritual  worship. 

But  the  possessors  of  this  mountain-honored  name,  have 
chosen  to  change  its  orthography  to  Taber,  although  John 
Otho  Tabor,  native  of  Lasatia,  and  counsellor  to  the  Land- 
grave of  Hesse  Darmstadt,  always  held  to  the  original  mode 
of  spelling.  He  wrote  several  works  on  law,  and  died  at 
Frankfort  in  1674.  The  first  Record  of  this  Genealogy  takes 
date  in  1634. 
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FIRST  GENERATION. 


The  Taber  family,  from  the  coat  of  arms,  appears  to  have 
been  located  in  Essex  county,  England.  The  motto  inscribed 
upon  the  Taber  arms  was  "Virtue  alone  Ennobles." 

Philip  Taber,  the  only  one  of  the  name  who  is  known  to  have 
emigrated  to  this  country,  settled  in  Watertown,  near  Boston, 
Massachusetts.  In  1634  he  subscribed  towards  building  a  gal- 
ley for  the  security  of  Boston  harbor ;  and  was  made  a  freeman 
of  the  colony  of  Massachusetts  on  the  14th  day  of  fifth  month  of 
that  same  year.  He  next  appears  as  one  of  the  first  settlers 
of  Yarmouth,  and  a  member  of  the  first  legislative  assembly  of 
Plymouth  Colony  in  1639  and  1640,  from  the  town  of  Yar- 
mouth. After  this  date,  he  was  at  the  Vineyard,  and  thence, 
in  1651  went  to  New  London,  and  in  1656  we  find  him  among 
the  Freemen  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  where,  it  appears 
that  he  became,  in  1661,  a  member  of  the  Government  Council 
of  Providence.     Later  he  lived  at  Tiverton. 

His  wife  was  Lydia  Mastus,  daughter  of  John  Mastus,  of 
Cambridge.

Thomas  Taber's  Life, 


Thomas  Taber,  tenth  child  of  Benjamin  and  Susanah  Lewis 
Taber,  and  brother  of  Benjamin  Taber,  Jr.,  was  also  married 
twice.  Born  in  Dartsmouth,  Massachusetts,  3 — 26 — 1747.  He 
took  Mary  Bennet,  B.  5— 14— 1749,  to  wife,  the  9th  month, 
1767.     She  died,  leaving  him  with  two  sons  and  one  daughter.

Thomas  Taber's  parents  were  religious  people,  and  he  had  a 
birthright  membership  in  the  Society  of  Friends.  Being  a 
blacksmith  by  trade,  he  frequently  made  hatchets,  knives  and 
steel  arrows  for  the  Indians.  They,  in  their  turn,  learned  him 
to  use  the  bow  and  arrow  till  he  could  equal  them  in  the 
strength  and  precision  of  their  use. 

He  was  rather  short  in  stature,  heavy  and  thick  set  in  person, 
and  much  muscular  power.  In  the  early  part  of  the  first  Brit- 
ish war  in  the  United  States,  having  lost  his  right  of  member- 
ship with  Friends,  he  felt  at  liberty  to  procure  a  livelihood  in 
any  lawful  manner.  An  ingenious  artisan,  and  being  solicited 
by  the  government  officials,  he  began  making  bayonets  for  the 
army.  This,  though  lawful  by  the  laws  of  man,  he  found  to  be 
repugnant  to  the  law  of  liberty  and  light,  therefore  gave  it  up, 
because  he  was  not  at  peace  with  his  best  nature. 

To  this  decision  he  was  led  by  an  unwillingness  to  do  any- 
thing towards  assisting  in  taking  the  lives  of  his  fellow  men, 
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and  also  by  a  very  remarkable  circumstance  which  his  son 
Benjamin  related. 

It  was  as  follows :  While  his  father  was  filing  and  finishing 
one  of  these  instruments  of  death,  the  appearance  of  a  drop  of 
blood  came  out,  and  stood  upon  it.  He  wiped  it  off  with  his 
leathern  apron,  when  another  appeared  to  return  again  in  the 
same  place.  Though  much  to  his  pecuniary  loss,  and  the 
chagrin  of  the  government  officials,  he  immediately  ceased  to 
make  them. 

From  his  youthiul  days,  he  was  of  an  honest,  inoffensive  de- 
portment, and  would  much  rather  suffer  injustice  from  others 
than  by  any  means  inflict  injury  upon  another.  He  was  there- 
fore beloved  by  old  and  young  who  knew  him. 

In  3rd  mo.,  1776,  his  wife,  Mary  Bennet,  died,  leaving  him 
with  their  little  ones  in  a  lonely  condition.  She  had  been  a 
faithful  companion,  a  blessing  to  him  and  a  willing  sharer  in 
all  his  adverse  circumstances.  These  trials,  together  with  his 
country  being  over-run  with  invading  armies,  his  anxiety  for 
the  peace  of  his  own  soul,  for  the  welfare  of  his  family,  and  the 
whole  world,  brought  him  very  low.  Often,  during  the  night, 
when  his  family  was  at  rest,  or  in  the  fields  by  day,  he  would 
be  seen  by  others  in  mourning  and  tears,  or  bowed  upon  his 
knees  in  supplication  to  his  merciful  and  faithful  Creator. 
Thus  did  he  seek  to  be  weaned  from  the  things  of  time,  saying 
"They  have  the  appearance  of  a  prison  to  me." 

11 — 20 — 1777,  he  married  his  second  wife,  Hannah  Davis,  of 
the  same  town.  She  being  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends, 
he  became  one,  by  request,  six  months  previous,  and  they  were 
united  in  Friends'  meeting  house  at  Longplain.  Hannah's 
mother  died  while  she  was  quite  young,  and  in  her  father's 
house,  the  cares  of  a  mother  devolved  upon  her.  She  sup- 
pressed the  gayety  and  exuberance  of  youth  and  obtained  a 
good  report  of  all  with  whom  her  lot  was  cast.  She  proved 
herself  an  active  and  faithful  helpmate  in  the  rearing  and  car- 
ing for  their  family  of  seven  sons  and  three  daughters.  Later 
in  life  she  was  greatly  prostrated  by  typhoid  fever,  from  which 
she  never  fully  recovered. 

In  1795  they  removed  to  Montpelier,  Vt.  Being  a  little  re- 
motely situated,  they  with  two  or  three  others,  sat  down  to- 
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gether  for  worship.  Friends  encouraged  them,  and  a  consid- 
erable company  frequently  met  with  them. 

Thomas  Taber's  religious  concern  continued,  and  he  began 
to  appear  in  public  to  the  satisfaction  of  his  friends  in  the  ex- 
ercise of  his  gift ;  for  his  modest  and  grave  deportment  com- 
ported with  his  teaching.  He  was  then  about  fifty  years  old. 
Continuing  faithful  in  his  allotment,  he  was  acknowledged  as 
a  minister  by  the  monthly  meeting  of  Starksboro,  VTermont. 

He  frequently  expressed  concern  for  his  dear  children,  that 
they  might  be  preserved  and  brought  into  the  fold  of  Christ; 
often  saying  his  faith  was  that  they  would  finally  be  gathered, 
which  appears  to  have  been  the  case;  as  all  of  them  were,  and 
continued  to  be  members  of  Friends'  Society  but  two,  who 
manifested  much  attachment  to  it..  Three  of  them  were  ap- 
proved ministers,  two  sons  and  one  daughter. 

As  an  instance  of  his  equanimity  of  mind,  during  heavy 
storms  of  thunder  and  lightning,  unless  solicited  by  his  family, 
he  would  sit  composedly  down  upon  his  anvil  saying,  he  felt  as 
safe  and  sure  of  Divine  protection  there  as  anywhere. 

In  the  first  month  of  1820  he  was  taken  with  a  violent  cough, 
ague  and  distressing  pains,  which  continued  with  little  allevi- 
ation several  days,  while  his  weakness  increased.  On  the  af- 
ternoon of  the  30th,  an  aged  minister  came  to  visit  him  and 
requested  the  family  to  sit  down  with  them.  The  friend  was 
led  to  speak  to  his  state  of  mind  in  a  comforting  manner,  and 
bowed  in  supplication  before  the  Lord,  that  a  blessing  might 
rest  upon  all  who  were  present.  Soon  after  this  Thomas  said  : 
"How  comfortable  it  is  to  feel  the  presence  of  the  Lord  near  to 
support  such  a  poor  weak  creature  as  I  am.  I  desire  to  be  pa- 
tient and  to  be  kept  humble  and  low." 

His  cough  increasing,  he  said  he  would  soon  leave  this 
earthly  tabernacle,  and  desired  patience  to  wait  the  Lord's 
time,  expressing  that  he  was  daily  seeking  fresh  supplies  for 
the  inner  man,  while  the  outward  one  decayed,  and  would  im- 
prove the  time  in  speaking  to  those  who  came  to  see  him  :  also 
frequently  expressed  a  desire  that  his  children  might  not  let 
their  minds  be  too  much  engrossed  with  the  things  of  this 
world. 

His  son,  a  minister,  inquiring  of  him  if  he  should  leave  him

to  attend  the  Select  Preparative  meeting,  after  a  little  pause  he 
said,  "I  am  willing  thou  should  go,  and  if  the  Lord  should 
open  his  treasuries  and  favor  you,  thou  would  be  there  to  re- 
ceive thy  portion  of  the  favor  and  the  blessing." 

Another  brother  standing  by  him  he  added,  "I  want  you  to 
be  concerned,  more  for  Heavenly  things  than  for  earthly  treas- 
ures ;"  and  afterwards  said  to  Phebe  Taber,  his  daughter-in- 
law,  "I  have  given  all  up  in  this  world;  I  have  no  earthly 
treasure  to  enjoy;  if  I  should  get  well,  I  should  look  upon  it 
as  a  miracle  from  Heaven,  and  do  not  know  as  I  have  any  de- 
sire for  it.  My  good  Master  will  take  me  soon.  It  is  a  great 
thing  to  put  off  this  mortality  and  put  on  immortality.  I  can 
say  with  the  Psalmist,  'As  the  hart  pauteth  after  the  water 
brooks,  so  pauteth  my  soul,  after  thee,  O  God.'  " 

2 — 8.  One  of  his  children  came  to  see  him  and  he  said  :  "I 
have  been  for  forty  years  seeking  the  best  things,  and  have 
gone,  like  the  children  of  Israel,  sometimes  backward  and 
sometimes  forward ;  but  have  always  had  an  eye  to  the 
Promised  Land.  I  am  brought  upon  this  bed  of  languishing, 
but  I  am  not  afraid  to  die,  and  pass  through  the  dark  valley, 
neither  to  meet  my  Judge ;  for  I  can  adopt  the  language, 
"Better  is  an  hour  in  Thy  presence  than  are  a  thousand,"  also 
adding,  'What  a  blessed  thing  it  is  for  our  Lord  to  own  us 
as  His  sons  and  daughters.  I  hardly  dare  to  ask  for  an  easy 
passage  without  saying,  'Lord  thy  will  be  done  and  not  mine.'  : 

On  the  28d,  he  said  :  "I  am  going  the  way  of  all  the  earth, 
and  often  with  delight  look  forward  ;  for  while  the  outward 
man  decays,  the  inner  man  grows  stronger  and  stronger,  though 
it  is  a  great  thing  to  meet  the  Judge  of  all  the  earth." 

Two  friends  coming  in  and  enquiring  how  he  was,  he  re- 
plied :  "It  has  now  pleased  Divine  Goodness  to  take  away  all 
my  pains,  for  which  I  am  thankful,  and  were  it  not  for  my 
cough,  I  should  be  like  one  wearing  away  and  falling  asleep." 

At  different  times  he  expressed  as  follows  :  "How  pleasant 
our  Lord  and  Saviour  appears  to  me.  I  often  feel  His  glorious 
presence  so  near  to  me  that  I  am  broken  into  tears.  If  I  have 
any  love  for  my  children  and  friends,  it  must  come  from  the 
Divine  Fountain.  I  have  given  all  up  to  the  Divine  Will ;  my 
children  and  my  friends  feel  alike  to  me  in  the  Lord's  power. 
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So  my  love,  in  the  power  of  the  Lord,  is  to  all  alike,  to  the 
ends,  of  the  earth." 

From  this  time  he  began  slowly  to  improve  in  health  and 
strength,  so  as  to  be  able  again  to  be  on  his  feet,  and  once  or 
twice  to  ride  in  a  carriage,  it  having  been  live  months  since  he 
was  able  to  walk. 

In  the  early  fall  his  cough  began  to  increase.  On  10 — 14 — 
1820,  in  the  evening,  he  was  taken  with  violent  neuralgia  pains 
in  his  elbows,  joints  and  back.  These  increased  till  about 
midnight,  when  they  became  excruciating  in  the  extreme.  He 
compared  the  pains  to  knives  piercing  his  back  and  joints. 
Towards  morning  he  became  easier.  He  arose  as  usual  and 
washed  himself;  but,  as  it  appears,  when  he  reached  from  his 
chair  to  wipe  his  hands  and  face,  he  fell  forward,  partially  against 
the  door  and  on  his  face.  On  being  turned  over,  he  breathed 
twice  and  expired.  He  was  in  the  seventy-fourth  year  of  his 
age,  having  been  a  minister  more  than  twenty  years.  He  could 
not  bear  to  see  the  lives  of  animals  taken,  and  had  several 
times  said  :  "I  am  not  afraid  of  death  ;  but,  if  I  knew  the  time 
of  my  change  had  come,  I  have  feared  that  I  would  not  pass 
away  with  that  calmness  and  composure  which  I  so  much  de- 
sire." His  death  being  so  sudden,  he  was  mercifully  spared 
that  fear  when  gathered  to  his  Fathers. 

His  funeral  was  held  in  Friends'  meeting  house  ;  several  tes- 
timonies were  borne,  and  his  remains  were  interred  in  Friends' 
burying  ground,  Lincoln,  Vermont.  After  the  funeral  his  son 
Benjamin  knelt  in  supplication  beside  the  grave. 

"The  memory  of  the  just  is  blessed." 

This  memoir  was  compiled  from  manuscript,  with  some  au- 
thentic additions,  by  his  grandson,  Louis  Taber.

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EIGHTH  GENERATION. 


In  attempting  to  collect  the  eighth  generation  of  the  Taber 
genealogy,  it  has  been  found  difficult  to  secure  the  entire  house- 
holds of  any  excepting  the  descendants  of  Benjamin  and  Isaac 
Taber,  sons  of  Thomas  Taber,  whose  life  sketch  has  been  given. 

Benjamin  Taber  was  a  slender  and  frail  man,  twin  brother 
of  Joseph  Taber,  who  were  sons  of  Thomas  and  Hannah  Davis 
Taber.  His  studies  were  pursued  at  Nine  Partners  Boarding 
School,  New  York.  After  his  marriage  with  Phebe  Carpenter, 
he  settled  in  Starksboro,  Vermont,  by  a  mountain  pass  ;  thence 
removed  to  Lincoln,  Addison  county,  Yt. 

As  a  medical  practitioner  of  the  old  school,  he  rode  the  Green 
Mountain  valleys  over  forty  years.  Being  fond  of  flowers,  he 
had  a  garden  for  them  in  front  of  the  house.  Benjamin  and 
Phebe  were  both  recorded  ministers  of  New  York  Yearly 
Meeting,  and  sat  head  of  Lincoln  Meeting.  Several  of  their 
children  were  married  in  that  house. 

Phebe  died  some  years  previous  to  Benjamin,  who  took 
Martha  Gove  to  share  his  last  days.  All  of  them  are  buried  in 
Lincoln  graveyard. 

The  following  are  their  children's  children,  great  grand  chil- 
dren of  Thomas  and  Hannah  Davis  Taber. 


Pussel  Taber,  oldest  son  of  Benjamin  and  Phebe  Carpenter 
Taber,  was  a  man  of  marked  practical  ability.  In  Vermont  he 
was  proprietor  of  an  iron  foundry,  and  his  plow  castings  had 
a  profitable  reputation. 

At  the  age  of  46  he  moved  to  Hesper,  Iowa,  with  his  wile, 
Lydia  Heading.  They  were  generous  hearted,  and  aided  new- 
comers in  various  ways.  Often  took  whole  families  into  their 
house  for  weeks  together,  till  they  could  build  shelter  on  their 
new  land. 

There  are  native  trees  in  that  northern  section  of  Iowa,  and 
his  lumber  mill  was  a  success. 

The  village  of  Hesper,  is  decidedly  temperate.  In  this  he 
gave  material  aid  by  always  placing  such  stipulations  in  the 
deeds  of  the  lots  which  he  sold,  that  they  could  never  be  used 
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for  any  purpose  in  connection  with  strong  drink.     They  had 
one  daughter,  Caroline. 


Louis  Taber,  second  son  of  Benjamin  and  Phebe  Carpenter 
Taber,  was  of  a  scholastic  turn.  He  began  to  teach  school 
when  quite  young.  His  studies  were  finished  at  Providence, 
Rhode  Island,  where  he  taught  till  his  health  failed. 

Going  to  Ohio,  he  again  went  into  school  at  Mt.  Pleasant, 
and  located  permanently  in  that  vicinity,  after  his  marriage  to 
Mary  Ann  Hill. 

He  died  a  recorded  Minister  of  Ohio  Yearly  Meeting  of 
Friends.  A  brief  sketch  of  his  life  was  published,  with  a  se- 
lection of  his  poems,  entitled  "Glimpses  in  the  Life  of  Louis 
Taber."  In  it,  the  poem,  "Lewis  Creek,"  is  commemorative  of 
early  recollections  in  his  native  Green  Mountain  home,  and  a 
tribute  of  affection  to  the  household.     There  were  five  children  :

Phebe  L.,  youngest  daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Phebe  Car- 
penter Taber,  married  Peltiah  Gove,  younger  brother  of  Daniel 
G-ove,  who  married  her  sister  Sarah. 

The  Gove  residence  ultimately  went  into  their  hands,  where 
they  lived  the  remainder  of  her  life. 

Phebe  possessed  a  benevolent  spirit,  and  the  homeless  who 
shared  her  roof  were  treated  as  part  of  the  family.  She  never 
forgot  their  claims  and  needs  of  her  bounty. 

As  the  years  passed  by,  the  Gove  and  Taber  families  became 
widely  scattered.  But  the  two  sisters  kept  the  old  homes  warm 
and  bright  for  the  wanderers  on  their  return,  who  came  to  re- 
count events  of  their  childhood  and  sacred  youth. 

With  sad,  devout  care,  Phebe  L.  trimmed  the  graves  of  our 
ancestors,  and  guarded  their  earthly  resting  places,  sacred  to 
the  memories  of  the  past.
